Teach-in assaults policy

The Federal Government's 
White Paper on Indian Policy, and 
the white man's attitudes toward 
Indian values came under sharp 
attack last night in the opening 
session of the McGill Indian 
Teach-In. 

Featured speaker Vine Deloria. 
Indian author of "Custer died For 
Yoiii;^Sins'', described Canada's 
cunent^'Vfhite Paper proposals as 
"humorous and an absolute dis- 
aster." Urging Indians to use 
political means to guard their 
rights, Mr. Deloria warred that 
the government would attempt 
to acquire Indian lands and mo- 
ney throu^ the subterfuge of 
"returning title of the land to the 
Indians." 

Rather than benentting Indians, 
this move would place Indian 
lands, now eiempt from tazesj on 
the tax rolls and eventually force 
Lidians .to yield valuable land on 
whidi they would be unable to pay 
taxes. 

Federal Government Indian 
policy was criticized point-by- 



point by Mr. Deloria, who sug- 
gested that Canadian and Amer- 
ican Indians form a close liaison 
to work against government plans 
which threaten their treaty rights 
and traditional values. 

Depicting government policy 
as intended to push Indians further 
hito poverty and destroy their 
cultanal identity, Mr. Deloria 
advised .aCiiadianj^ Indians to 
organize^S^^aViiational congress 
to mflueoce govmimcntal policy 
on both federal and provincial 
levels, . 

To preserve the Indian cultu- 
res, be also urged Indians to 
demand that education be in their 
native tongues and that Indians 
be allowed to run the tribes ac- 
cording to traditional ways. Mr. 
Deloria stressed the preserv- 
ation of tradition and decried 
the imposition of "puppet govern-, 
ment," white rdigion and com- 
mercialism on Indians.

One hundred and twenty-fhre 
Loyola students have applied to 
transfer to McGill next year. 

McGill usually receives about 
1,300 transfer applicants each 
year. Since students have until 
March 1 to apply, applicants 
from Loyola coidd swell to well 
over 10% of the total. 

Andy Dodge, BA3, a member 
of the University Admissions 
Committee, commented yester- 
day on .the disproportionate 
number of Loyola applicants. 
"McGill has always had a closed 
attitude to transfers from other 
colleges hi Montreal, and Loyola 
students were thus discouraged 
from applying in past years," he 
noted. 

The crises in the Elnglish De- 
Ftartment at Loyola Is a major 
factor for the flood of applicants. 

The . Univenity Admissions 
CdnradUee;^ discussed ..transfers 
at its'meeting Jan. 28 and decid- 
ed over the objections of the stu- 
dent members that the Loyola 
situation should not alter McGill's 
transfer policy. 

At the same meeting, the Çom- 
mittee approved the transfer 



policy that had been previously 
adopted by the Faculty of Arts 
and Science Council. The new 
policy will affect the 125 stu- 
dents leaving Loyola because it 
requires that "all transfer ap- 
plicants should nonnally have had 
high school leaving performance 
at a level which would have ad- 
mitted them to First year at Mc- 
GUL" 

Loyola College's entrance re- 
quirements to Hrst year are con- 
siderably lower than McGill's. 

McGill generally discourages 
transfer applicants anyway, and 
accepts less than 20%. 

Tlransfer students from E-1 at 
any other Quebec university will 
also not generally .be approved, 
according to the Committee. Ex- 
ceptions will be made in special 
cases. 

In other developments at 
Loyola, the Association of Uni- 
versities and Colleges of Canada 
has r^rimanded the Canadian 
Association of University Tcach- 
eis for threatening censure of 
the College to enforce bindhig ar- 
bitration hi the adnunistration's 
dispute with physics Professor 
S. A.Santhanam.

U ofO occupation busted 



OTTAWA (CUP) - An cariy 
momhig raid by city police yes- 
terday ended a brief occupation 
of a suite of ofHces in the Uni- 
versity of Oltavra Administration 
Building by a group of French- 
speaking social science students 
demanding .French-only histnict- 
ion bi their bculty. 

The 18 students were charged 
with petty trespassing for their 
action, which began late last 
Sunday. 

Although the students jvere 
threatened . with expulsion and 
suspoision by U of O security 
staff durhig the occupation,, a 
spokesman for the Vice;Rector's 
OfHce said yesterday noiie of the 
18 would be dismissed or sus- 



pended by the Unhreisity. 
The students, rdeased on their 

own recognizance, were to appear 
in Provincial Criminal Court 
yesterday afternoon. 

Tbe occupation was the latest 
move in a campaign by U of 0 so- 
cial science students to gabi all- 
Fnaài htstniction hi the 350 
member faculty, which is about 
85% francophone. 

A referendum hi the depart- 
ment turned thumbs down on the 
institution's bilingualism policy 
Jan. 22. Although none of the 
four optional policies on language 
of instruction open to voters re- 
ceived a clear majority,' 13% of

Concordia spokesmen, on 
the other hand, claim that they 
have received letters from 
two highly-placed QHC offi- 
cials concerning this issue. 
. TheVialso, af firm that^orr Dec. 



17. the QHC publicly stated 
before the Permanent Com- 
mittee on Municipal Affairs of 
the National Assembly that 
"the QHC was ready to finance 
housing for low-income groups 
in Cité Concordia." 

David Williams, a lecturer 
in the McGill English Depart- 
ment and a member of the 
Milton-Park Citizens Commit- 
tee, (MPCC) supported the 
statement of the jocal QHC 
officials. On the other hand, 
architect Brian Hirst, a relo- 
cated tenant, corroborated 



the claims of the Concordia 
spokesmen. 

There seems to be a deep 
and fundamental conflict of 
views between the organizers 
of Cité Concordia and the Mil- 
ton-f^rk Citizens Committee. 
This schism extends not only 
to the two parties' interpreta- 
tions of the facts, but even to 
the facts themselves. 

The real difficulty involved 
in the matter of the subsidy, 
according to Mr. Hirst, is 
that the Quebec Housing Act 
has, no .clauses .which provide 



for subsidizing rentals, and 
that the Act will definitely 
need amendment before any 

such measures can be implem- 
ented. 

But the issue of real conten- 
tion is the very justification 
for building Cité Concordia. 
The MPCC has repeatedly 
charged that good low-cost 
housing is being unnecessarily 
destroyed, and that the integ- 
rity of the Milton-Park neigh- 
bourhood will be shattered. 

They expressed fears that 
the, people will be shunted' 



from relocation to relocation 
as Concordia shifts into its 
next phases of contruction, 
and claim that many tenants 
who have lived in one home 
for 20 years do not want to 
move at all. 

Concordia spokesman dis- 
missed these charges as un- 
realistic and not in accordance 
with the real wishes of the te- 
nants. They asserted that 
because 251 out of 25^ house- 
holds have acceptcfd their 
offer of relocation or compen-

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Vultutescan rupture too\ A&H - confusidn still reigns

One of the secrets of Easter 
Island has been solved, say two 
McGIII professors. . 

According to Doctors L Chris- 
topher Cross, and Anatole Schorn- 
croft. the natives of Easter Island . 
had discovered a form of . mass 
transportation that is unique in 
the anal systerns of history. 

Discovery of this transporta- 
tion system have enabled the two 
assistant professors to determine 
how the famous statues of the 
Pacific island were moved the 
20 miles from their 'quarries to 
their present position. 

According to Dr. Cross, a pro- 
fessor of Prevulpine archeology 
and the only Canadian' member 
of the Warsaw Academy of Stu- 
dies in the Pacific, the islanders 
had developed à primitive form 
of air transportation. 

"At ffrst we thought that the 
statues had been moved by a great 
horde of trained Tsetse flies." 
said Or. Cross, "but experiments 
proved that the memory span, of 
this insect is insufficient for the 
task". 

Besides, he added, "there's 
an old Island saying describing 
the Insects as taboo. Roughly 
translated it says that they al- 
ways bite the hand that feeds 
them". • 

Another theory exploded by the 
two researchers was that the sta- 
tues were moved on raits. 



According to Dr. Schorncrolt. 
a member of the MacOonald 
Faculty of Home Economics 
specializing in the Pacific crust, 
tlie rait theory was "leatherly. 
and patently ridiculous". 

"The idea of damning up the 
Pacific atyi floating the statues 
on rafts 'just could not work." he 
said. 

' "The problem o( maintaining 
the rafts over the required posi- 
tions while releasing the 'Pacific 
would have been Insurmountable. 
The anchor had not yet been in- 
vented by the islanders, so there 
was no way of holding the rafts 
steady". 

The natives finally settled the 
problem, the two professors stated, 
by training the large island popu- 
lation of touring vultures. 

According to Cross, this is in- 
disputably proved by the present 
absence of any vultures on the 
island. . 

He pointed out that there would 
be no vultures ^iefti-; "since they 
all ruptured". He then exhibited 
a ruptured vulture pelvis as gra- 
phic proof. 

Schorncroft also pointed out 
that this theory is prci.d by 
another Easter Island folk baying 
relating to the srwcies of touring 
vultures employed on the project. 

"The Islanders say never give 
a tourist an even break", Schorn- 
croft said, "and If you look at our 
pelvis you'll see what I mean". '

sation, it Is evident that the 
people support Concordia, 
especially since many of those 
who have opted for relocation 
are long-time residents. 

"Concordia." they claimed, 
"has from the outset pushed 
the idea of trying to preserve 
the values and the composition 
of the neighbourhood." They 
interpreted the original pur- 
pose of the urban renewal 
project as a restructuring of 
an entire neighbourhood, rathe 
than the piecemeal housing 
developments that have led to 



5000 evictions in the surround- 
ing area, with rio' concern for 
th e f utu re of t hé res idents . 

Mr. Williams has accused 
Concordia of insincerityi> and 
of using the relocation scheme 
as a "publicity stunt.'" Mr. 
Hirst, however, once an 
opponent of Concordia, has 
different views. 

In December, he said. Con- 
cordia offered to move his. 
co-op, since he lived in the 
area that was first to , be 
demolished. "We were treat- 
ed better than we expected." 
we added, "probably because 
' Concordia' wanted to convince 
us of their sincerity "

Hirst does believe that 
Concordia is sincere in' its 
efforts to help the tenants ad- 
just. "They have dbne a)i ex- 
cellent job and we can't fault 
them on that." 

He himself has been ap- 
proached to help plan student 
housing in the project, but does 
not know what other residents 
have been invited to take part 
in top-level decision-making. ' 

As far as the "continued 
existence of the neighbour- 
hood" is concerned. Hirst 
wants "an* integrity that 
crosses economic class bar- 
riers," and welcomes the in- 
flux of higher-income groups 
that the project will bring. 
What Montreal needs, he feels, 
is an end to the ghettos in 
which its various populations 
have been isolateci. 

Some groups, however, have 
not arrived at the same con- 
clusions as Mr. Hirst. The 
Committee on Urban Renewal 
of the'Montreal Council of So- 
cial. Agencies has condemned 
Concordia as "socially catas- 
trophic." The McGill Urban 
Studies Program, the McGill 
Faculty Union, and the Con- 
federation of National Trade 
Unions have all condemned 
the project, according to 
M PCC spokesman Williams. 

Mr. Williams also related 
that Concordia architect Ray

for a special meeting on the 
question. The administration 
remained committed to its cur- 
rent form of bilingualism. 

The Student Council at the U of 
0 remained committed to changes, 
with many students complaining 
that the current bilingualism 
policy often gave priority to the 
Eïngiish in the social sciences. In 
one department, students said, all 
but two of the 25 courses are 
offered in Eïiglish only.

Affleck resigned because he 
came to agree with these con- 
clusions. Mr. Affleck is now 
working with the MPCC to plan 
playground areas. 

Mr. Hirst believes that the 
MPCC. which has previously 
made only "general demands", 
is finally, by working vnth Mr. 
Affleck, taking constructive 
action. 

MPCC spokesman, however, 
assert that they are negotiating 
a loan from the QffC so that 
they can start their own hous- 
ing development in the area, 
run by the people for the peo-^ 
pie. 

The MF^C furthermore 
charges that the provincial 
government has granted public 
land, in the form of lanes 
between Concordia-ownedbuilc 
ings, to the company upon re- 
quest. A similar earlier re- 
quest by a municipality, they 
claim, was refused because 
it was not under the lurisdic- 



tion of thé Private Bills Com- 
mittee. 

Concordia, however, asserts 
that It already owns the lanes 
legally, and that the bill Was 
only a "clarification." 

Hnally. the Concordia 
spokesmen claim that only four 
households have not received 
compensation or been relocat- 
ed. The MPCC asserts that 
there are seven such house- 
holds. 

Mr. Williams further re- 
lated that two disabled pen- 
sioners' have not been offered 
relocation, and have been told 
to find new accommodations 
on their own. Concordia 
spokesmen denied this em- 
phatically, declaring that the 
relocation offer applied to 
everyone. 

The couple in question, the 
spokesman added after inves- 
tigation, would be given "spe- 
cial accommodations", at the 
expense of Concordia. Replied 
Mr. Williams when he was 
informed of this, "They have 
to do that now."
